The new Spiritual life of a 
Chriſtian in his unjo to Chriſt be- 
gan by Regeneration. As natural 
life conſiſts in the Conjunction of 
the body and Soul: So does ſpiritu- 
al in the union of the ſoul to Chriſt. 
And as the body without the ſoul is 


dead, ſo is the ſoul without Chriſt, Erh. 1. 1 


This ſpiritual life of a Believer is a 
very ſecret hidden thing, Coloſ. 2. 3. 
your life is hid with (hriſt in Cod, 
*tis hid from the world, and hid of- 
tentimes fromſbelievers chemſelves , 
ſo that they are often in great feares 
and troubles about their ſpiritual 
Condition : whether in Chrift, or 


out of Chriſt,they cannot tell. They 


are not to be numbred the many- 
careful thoughts that the hearts of 
true Chriſtians are filled with,about 
this one thing, Their Regenera- 
tion. This is a thing not ſeen, not, 
regarded, nor underſtood by the 
world, yet this is an eternal thing , 
your ſouls paſſing from death to 
life, its firſt ſtep towards that life 
that is eternal over this narrow 


bridge of Regeneration, Oh Sirs, 
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John 3. 5. 


hath this been looked after by you, 
your New-birth 2 many talke much 
of their Birth, and Parentage, and 
Anceftors, you are but meanly deſ- 
cended and baſe-born all of you, 
that are not born again of water 
and of the Spirit. The differences 
of men by fleſh and blood, and ti- 
tles of honour, ſuch as are Gentle- 
men, Eſquires, Knights, Lords, & c. 
ate but temporal, for a while, but 
the differences of men by nature and 
the Spirits regenerate and unregene- 
rate theſe are Eternal. 

2. Juſtification or the ſenſe of (in 
pardoned, Thy perſon accepted, 
God reconciled, theſe are things 
greatly looked after and laboured 
for by good Chriſtians, yet things 
not ſeen nor diſcerned by the world, 
Rev. 2. 17. To bim that overcometh. 
Iwill give to eat of the hidden manna, 
and will give him a white ſtone, and 
in the ſtone a neW name written, which 


no man l uo wet h ſaving he that receiveth 
it. This hidden manna are the 
Comforts of the Spitit of God in 
the hearts of believers upon the 


ſenſe of their Reconciliation to

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God : The white ſtone is their ab- 
ſolution and Juſtification. It being 
a manner uſed in ſome Iudicatories 
to give a white ſtone in token of ap- 
probation and abſolution, and a

on or rejection. O this white ſtone 
Believers ſearch and look and dig for 
as a Treaſure | 

Juſtification is an eternal thing 
Rom. 8. 30: whom he juſtified , them 
he alſo glorified, 

3. Adoption, the Souls Relation 
to God in a ſtate of Son-ſhip, that's 
a thing not ſeen, Relationes non in- 
currunt in ſenſus; this is a thing that 
Beleevers are inquiſitive after, to 
have the Spirit of God bearing wit- 
neſſe with their Spirits, that they are 
the ( Hildren of God, Rom,$. 16. God 
hath a ſeed among the chiidren of 
men, whom having new-begotcen 
by his Spirit he bath certainly adop- 
ted to be his children, his affection 


to them exceeds farre yours, who 


are Natural parents towards your 
children: he hath Paternal affecti- 
ons towards them, and they filial 
diſpoſitions towards him , he a pa-

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ternz] care and providence over 
them , they filial Confidences and 
Dependences on him, as you pa- 
rents lay up for your Children, ſo 
does God for them. This Dignity 
indeed hath no outward appeatance 
to diſcover it ſelf to the world. It 
doth not yet appear who are Gods 
ſons, nor how ſuch fhall be glori- 
fied: The heirs of eternal glory 
walke up and down the ftreers 
of the world in very contemp- 
tible appearances, Sometimes in 
Sheep-tkins , and goai-rhins , be- 
ing deſtitute , as having nothing, yet 
poſſeſſing all things , two or three of 
chem ſometimes are crouded toge- 
ther into one poor thatcht cotrage, 
yet not one of theſe (though it be'a 
thing not ſeen of the world)ftirs abroad 
without « guard of Angels & the Spi- 
ritof glory and ef God reſteth on them. 
The poor petty heirs of this world 
make a great ſnew and noiſe where 


they goe, they ate looked after, and 
pointed at, There goes ſuch a Knights 
eldeſt ſon, ſuch a Lords heir, &c. only 
the ſons of God and children of the 


Moſt High, who ſhall every 


one of 
them

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them inherit an Eternal Kingdome, 
their glory is a thing not ſeen, chere- 
fore is not their condition valued 
by men of the world: but Bleſſed 
is that Soul, who has received this 
New-name of a Son or daughter of 
the Lord Almighties:

good foundation ag ainſt the time to come

3. The Ambitious man is of an aſ- 
piting mind, he is climbing higher 
and higher after honours and pre- 
ferments, his head is never without 
a plot to promote this his deſign. 
Theſe three,whichone calls theworlds 
Trinity, in ſerving of theſe , men 
of the world are wholly taken up : 
and many live under the Repute 
of notable wiſe men, for the skill 


they have attained in theſe worldly 


buſineſſes. Poore Creatures | the 
ſubject of our skill are things that 
: g ate 
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are but fora while,therefore forawhile 
youl go for wife men, wiſe for a time, 
but fools Eternally. How will theſe wi- 
ſer men of the world ſee themſelyes 
ſhortly befool'd 1 me thinks J hear 
the Noiſe of their cry at the day of 
Judgement in the words of Saul. 

Behold we have played the fool and 

have erred exceedingly : you have a 

Proverb, Penny Wiſe and pound foo- 

li, ſuch gre men of this world; 

wiſe in temporalls , fools in Eternals. 

Looke to it, Sirs, that none of you 
be ſuch, wiſe to buy and fell and 

make bargains, to Contrive wayes 

of enlarging your eſtates, and rai- 

ſing your families, but in the My- 

ſteries of Godlineſs, and matters of 
Salvation, ſuch as Regeneration, 
union and Communion with Chriſt, 
Living by faith, having our Con- 
verſation in heaven, & c. groſely ig- 
norant and void of underſtanding. 

2. Men whoſe labour and activity 
is wholly ot chiefly for things of this 
world; men whoſe practiſe is dire- 
ctly oppoſite to ont Saviours pre- 
cept ohn. 6 27. They labour for 
the meat that periſbtb, but they labour 
rot 
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not for the meat Which endureth unto 
everlaſting life. Great week-day 
Labourers in gathering the periſhing 
things of this world; but Lords- day 
loyterers when they ſhould be ga- 
thering heavenly Manna for life E- 
ternal, Induftry and diligence inan 
honeſt Calling, though never ſo 
poore and mean in the Account of 
men is well-pleaſing to God : I 
would not be thought to reprove or 
reproach that: I wiſh heartily ma- 
ny pretenders to Religion now a 
dayes would make more conſcience 
of that duty: I thinke it alſo one 8

hours or dayes ? O it might be hap- 
py for many mens ſoules,if one tenth 
part of that time, labour, and 
pains which is ſpent about things 
temporal ; were ſpent about things 
eternal, Conſider with what ſhame 
and torment of ſpirit you will ſtand 
before God at the Day of Judge- 
ment: under this remembrance, 
what profit of all my labour 1nder the 
Sun > None, none at all, your la- 
bour was miſplaced, it was about 
periſhing things; In ſtead of profit 
behold nothing but anguiſh and vex- 
ation of Spirit.

This Doctrine bath a light fide for 
true Iſraelites, a comfortable aſpeRt 
on all true Believers; wicked men 
have all their good: things in this 
life; *tis ſad to them therefore to 
conſider they are all bat for a 
ſeaſon , but believers have all their 
evils in this life, *tis therefore their 
comfort that they are but for a 
while, their foul way lies all here 
below, the ſhorter the better for 
them: whatever thou ſeeſt here 
below, that is at any time bitter

1. Thy own fins, thoſe are now 
great eye-ſores to chee, ad grievous 
ro behold; the bardneſſe and dead - 
neſſe of thy heart, thy vain thoughts, 
earthly affections, the wandrings of 
thy paths our of Gods wayes ; thou 
never lookeſt upon thy heart or 
life, but thou ſigheſt to ſee lufts and 
fin abounding and ſuperabounding : 
but be of good comfort theſe evils 
are but for awhile, thy heart ere 
long ſhall be perfectly renewed and 
totally purified, thou ſhalr look and 
ſhalt not ſee all over the leaſt mat - 
ter for ſighs and tears, not a ſpot nor 
wrinkle ſhall be left all over thee: 
thy ſoul ſhall not be long as a bird 
tyed by the wing, it ſhall mount up, 
and be in the midſt of things eter- 
nal ; it ſhall be ſoiled no more by 
converſing with things temporal, it

Thus may this Doctrine, that 
theſe things that are ſeen ate but 
temporal, be improved to the 
Comfort of Believers. | 

II onely adde one uſe more 
which ſhall be of exhottation, from 
the latter part of the Doctrine, That 
the things which are not ſeen are 
Eternal. There are, Chriſtians, you 
hear things eternal, and you to 
whom I am ſpeaking of theſe things 
are all of you ſuch as muſt live eter- 
nally amongſt things Eternal, The 
Continuances of your beings here 


among things ſeen, may be diffe- 


rent from each other , ſome may 
be longer, others ſhorter ; but in the 
: world 
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world to come however in kind your 
beings. may differ infinitely, as tarre 
as heaven and hell, yet in duration 
they will all agree to be Eternal. 
Many of us live as if they had never 
heard of things Eternal, moſt as if 
they did not belie ve any ſuch things, 
and truly even the beſt of us do not 
improve as we ought the knowledg 
of things Eternal. Now my exhor- 
tation to you all is, that you would 
ſeriouſly Conſider and meditare on 
thoſe things Eternal. I will ditect 
my exhcrtation of you to three par- 
ticulars for your Meditation. 

1. Meditate ſeriouſly on Eternity 
it ſelfe; which is the Interminable, 
Infinite, endleſſe duration of a being. 
Eternity makes good things infinite- 
ly good, and evil things infinitely 
evil. The happineſs of the Saints 
in heaven, and the miſery of the 
damned in heil, have both of them 
a vaſt Circumference ; but the very 
Center of both is this one thing E- 
ternity ; The Crowns of Glorified 
Saints, and the Chains of torment- 
ed Sinners are both made ſo weizby 
by this inclining of Eterrity. The

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Eternity better or worſe, My houres 

preaching and your hearing at this 

time will adde either to both our 

eternal happineſs, or to both our 

eternal miſeries.

ter: it falls preſently to the bottome 
out of fight, but there is diſſolves 
and diffuſeth it ſelfe over the whole 
cup , and may be tafted in every 
parcel of it, thus do all our actions 
ſinke as it were out of fight , and 
out of memory into the bottom of 
Eternity; there they operate and eſ- 
fect either our happineſs or miſery, 
which will be felt and taſted by us 
throughout all Eternity.

The flood was a thing not ſeen 
at firſt, only by Faith in Gods threat- 
nings; Noah being warned and belicy- 
ing the threatning prepared an Ark. 
Beloved, you have all this day been 
warned of God of things not ſcen, 
of things Eternal: There is a great 
deluge of Eternity coming which will 
drown and ſwallow up all thoſe 
things which are ſeen, which are bat 
temporal, O let this be your preparg- 
tion for Eternity! to be preparing an 
Ark for ſaving your ſelves : I do not 
mean an Ark Literally, as Noabs was, 
but an Ark Spiritually, and Analogi- 
cally. In Noabs time ſome believed 
not, nor regarded the threatning of 
a flood, but continued eating and 
arinking, marrying, and giving in 
marriage, until the flood came and di- 


were not altogether without featof 
it, yer made light of it, and reckoned 
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by Arks of their own deviſing, climb. 
ing the tops of high trees and moun- 
tains, or ſuch like. But all were de- 
ftroyed that were not in the Arke 
with Noah. Thus do many through 
an evil heart of unbelief caſhiere and 
abandon all thoughts of things Eter- 
nal, as if but fabulous; others too too 
many reckon upon ſafety by falſArks. 
Poor ignorant creaturs make their 
good meaning their Arks, the pro- 
tane mans Ark is his preſumption on 
Gods mercies, Deut. 29.19. He bleſſes 
bimfelf, ſaying, 1 ſhall have peac- 

though 1 Walk in the imagination of 
mine heart, adding drunkenneſs to 
thirft; but let ſuch mark what fol- 

lows, ver.20. The Lord will not ſpare 


him: but then the anger of the Lord and 


his jealouſie ſhall ſmoke againſt that 
man, and all the curſes that are writ- 
ten in this book ſhall lie upon him, and 
the Lord ſhall blot aut his name from 
#nder heaven. The Formal Pro- 
ſeſſot makes his own righteouſneſſe 
and external conformity to the Go- 
ſpel his Ark; he thinks to be ſaved 
by hanging outwardly on the Ark by 
profefiton , though he never enter 

f into 
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into it by a faith effectual. The Pa- 
piſts Arke is his good works, which he 
cruſts to for Salvation; but alas bre- 
thren ! theſe ate all Arks of Bull- 
ruſbes, one ſmall wave of Gods wrath [| 
will overturn a thouland ſuch as 
theſe. The only true Arke is the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt , Act. 4. 12. Neither i 
there ſal vation in any ot her. Rom,8.1 
There is no condemnation to them that 
are in Chriſt Feſw: You have there the 
Ark, Jeſus Ghrif,the entring into this 
ark by faith, being in peſu Chriſt, & the 
ſafety of thoſe who ate ſo entred in, 
There is no condemnation to ſuch: there 
may be trouble &tribulation here, but 
there is no condemnation hereafter 
to them that are in Jeſus Chriſt. Re- 
member this, Chriſtians, Chriſt poſ- 
feſſed by faith is the only Ark for 
your Eternal ſafety. Riches, and Ho- 
nors, and worldly greatneſs, theſe will 
be no Arks ; things temporal cannot 
make Arks for Eternal ſouls. No- 
thing in Religiou which is but exter- 
nall will be an Ack; outward clothes 
and zarments will not keep the body 
from dying, nor will out ward duties 
and performances only, keep the foul 
from periſhing.

then no purpoſe: your Converſation 
muſt all be uoravell'd, at the bottome 
of which yon will find nothing but va- 
nity and vexation of Spirit. Get 
the impteſſions of Eternity upon 
| yeur 
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boxe of precious Spikenard to ponre 


your Soules and ſo live that the 
care of Eternal things may be ſeen 
in y ur very Conmenances ; while 
you lock not more at things which are 
ſeen, which are temporall, but at the 
things which are not ſeen which art 
Eternall, 

I have done with my Text; But 
ſome: :ing more is expected in tefe- 
rence? to the Occafion of this fad 
meeting ; which is the death and fu- 
nera! of the truly Honowrable Lady 
7ndich Barrington ; never was it my 
pra4iſe ( nor indeed my Judgement) 
to exceed or be long on ſuch Occaſi- 
ons: There being but little Edifica- 
tion in the beſt, and great danger in 
the moſt funeral Commendations, 
Funeral Encomiaſtickes of the Dead 


( ſayes one) prove often Confections 


of poyſon to the Living. It being 
too uſuzll (as another ſadly Com- 
planes) Ut eorum vitæ landenter in 
terris, quorum anime cruciantur in 
inferno , yet I thinke this Lady whoſe 


funerall we now ſolemnize: was a 


perſon of ſo much worth and merit , 
that if I had prepared an Alablaſter 


upon 
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upon her name, in the Memorial of 
ber vertues, I need not feare to meet 
with (as the good Woman in the 
Goſpel did) any ones diſpleaſure | 
or indignation. I could hold you 
long in a large diſcourſe of her ma- 
ny accompliſhments, whereof I 
could ſhew you very great variety, 
As in Solomons Temple there were 
three Courts; An Outward Court, 
an innerand the Holy of Holies.
